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BANKRUPTCY SUIT 
AGAINST BROWN & CO. 


Creditors Get Failed Firm Into! 


Federal Court While Ex- 
change Inquiry Goes On. 


TALK OF HEAVY PLUNGES 


Rumor That Livermore, the Cotton 
Speculator, Lost $600,000 — Se- 


crecy About Inquiry. 


An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
was filed in the United States Court yes- 
terday against the failed Stock Exchange 
house of A. O. Brown & Co., giving a 
new turn to the complicated affairs of the 
firm. It was through similar proceedings 
that the creditors of the late firms of T. 
A. McIntyre & Co. and Coster, Knapp & 
Co. brought to light the facts which 
have made those two failures the worst 
scandal on the Stock Exchange in recent 
years. 

It was said by the lawyers in the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings yesterday, however, 
that nothing in the claims of their clients 
and the two firms House, Grossman 
& Vcorhaus and Avery & Schlessinger, 
representing claims totalling $200,000, 
show the least indication of irregularity. 

With the possibilities in the way of in- 
vestigation laid open by the proceedings 
in the United States Courts the prob- 
ing by the Stock Exchange will be no 
bit abated, and in fact, by the events of 
the last few days the firm has come 
within the jurisdiction of the Committee 
on Insolvency, the Committee on Admis- 
sions, and the Governing Committee It- 
self, as well as the special Investigating 
Committee of Five. A. O. Brown and 
Lewis Ginter Young, the floor members 
of the firm, were before the special com- 
mittee yesterday, which examined 
a number of other Exchange members. 

E. F. Buchanan, who has been acting as 
spokesman for his. partners, did not g0 
before any of the committees yesterday, 
ani denied renorts that he had apologized 
fo the Exchange authorities for his refer- 
enees to “impertinent questions”? in his 
statement given out at the Waldorf 
Wednesday night. Secretary Ely of the 
Stock Exchange made a brief visit to 
the offices of A. O. Brown & Co. at 30 
Broad Street yesterday, but members of 
the firm were silent ; to the nature of 
his business there. The Chairman of the 
Investigating Committee of Five said af- 
ter the meeting that he would talk when 
the time came, but had no statement to 
make at this time. 

Mr. Buchanan made another statement 
yesterday afternoon in which he _ inti- 
mated that his firm would make trouble 
if it could for those responsible for 
the sudden curtailment of their credit 
on Tuesday, which the firm holds entire- 
ly responsible for the failure. He said: 

Mr. Buchanan’s Statement. 

“T have investigating the firm’s 
position all day and to the best of my 
information at 11 o’clock on Tuesday 
morning, before the suspension, the firm's 
ready assets, not taking into account 
money owed to us, wefe considerably in 
excess of liabilities. Our bookkeepers, 
of course, have been unable yet to arrive 
at the loss ineurred by us through the 
operations of the firms who took it into 
own hands to cover our commit- 
ments om Tuesday in the open market. 
The market fluctuated violently at the 
beginning of these operations on Tuesday, 
but after our commitments were covered 
it apparently sagged back to a lower 
level than that at which it stood at the 
inception of the frantic covering opera- 
tions. I am inclined to judge that the 
losses thus incurred will not run mate- 
rially above the limit of our assets. This 
statement, of course, is qualified by the 
limitations of the information I have been 
able to get up to the present. I hope to 
have the correct figures in a short time. 

“Our attorney is now discussing the 
course to be taken in regard to the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. In all probability we 
shall protest with legal force against the 
marfifer in which our business was taken 
out of our hands on Tuesday, as well as 
against the methods used to tie our hands 
and destroy our facilities for handling the 
enormous volume of business which we 
had contracteég.” 

The bankruptcy proceedings were 
brought by Frank V. Strauss, the the- 
atrical programme man, who has a claim 
of $26,215 on an open account, and for 
damages and breach of contrdct. His 
firm of Frank V. Strauss & Co. filed a 
second claim of $408 due for advertising 
the brokerage house on the theatrical 
programme. The third creditor appearing 
in the proceeding is Leo von Raven, an- 
other theatrical programme man. whose 
claim for $500 represented an open ac- 
count with damages. Edward Lauterbach 
is understood to be acting as counse] for 
the failed firm. 

Pending the settlement of the question 
whether the house will fight the bank- 
ruptcy proceedings, Mr. Buchanan sald 
yesterday that no opposition wouid be of- 
fered by the assignee. who is the firm's 
cashier, to an examination of the books 
by the Exchange authorities, This state- 
ment put at rest a story which arose out 
of the belligerent attitude assumed to- 
ward the investigating committee in the 
Buchanan statement of Wednesday that 
the firm, believing that the Exchange au- 
thorities were determined to oust them 
for good, would simply defy the Exchange 
authorities and accept expulsion. 

Mr. Buchanan was emphatic in denying 
that the firm would, under any circum- 
stances, reveal the names of their cus- 
tomers carried on the books in numbered 
accounts. He pointed out the fact that 
E. R. Chapman, while with the firm of 
Moore & Schley, had chosen to spend 
thirty days in jail for contempt rather 
than reveal to a Senate committee the 
names of certain Washington Senators 
who were said to have been speculating 
in sugar with the firm

While Wall Street is still inclined to the 
belief that investigation will show that 
the firm’s troubles are to be laid at the 
doors of its own members, the Governors 
of the Stock Exchange confess that they. 
never went into an investigation before 
with so little real knowledge of what ha- 
really occurred. This haziness in the sit- 
uation gave rise yesterday to repetition 
of the early stories that a big plunger 
who had been operating through the firm 
‘was responsible for the wild market which 
precipitated the firm's troubles, if not for

$125,000,000 FOR ENGLAND. 
New Patent Law to Cause Prosperity 


—Nations May Combine. 


LONDON, Aug. 28.—The year of grace 
granted to foreigners under the new pat- 
ent act expires to-day, and henceforth 
foreign patents in this country may be re- 
voked by Great Britaip, after a reason- 
able interval, unless the patented article 
is manufactured or the patented process 
is operated in the United Kingdom to an 
adequate extent. 

A great number of foreign firms have 
already taken sites and started works in 
Great Britain and many others are making 
arranrements.to do so. These are mainiy 
German and American firms. 

Sir Alfred Jones, head of a prominent 
firm of shipowners, estimates that $1235,- 
000,000 will thus be invested here for the 
manufacture of articles formerly manu- 
factured abroad, and a prominent expert 
in patent law thinks that no fewer than 
8,000 patents, granted to foreigners, will 
come under the new law. 
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STOCKHOLM, Aug. 27.—The Interna- 
tional Congress for the Protection of In- 
dustrial Property, which has begun its 
sessions here, to-day took up the discus- 
sion of the British, Patent act in its effect 
on foreign countries, and touched also 
upon other important questions.

Welsbach Lighting Company Taken | 
Unprepared, but Finally Lights | 
Streets—Last Year’s Strike. 
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Dissatisfied with conditions under whith 
they worked, and desiring more pay, 
some 300 lamplighters in Harlem and the; 
Bronx went out on strike last night, | 
leaving that part of the city in darkness. | 
The men of the torch and ladder took 
their tools of trade with them, and so 
the police and the employes of the Con- 
solidated Gas and Central Union Gas 
Companies, who went out as strike 
breakers, had plenty of work lighting UP} 
the lamps. It was midnight before they 
finished their work, anl this in spite of 
the fact that in Harlem the gangs were 
in many cases sent around in wagons. 

That section of Manhattan from 120th 
Street to 18lst Street and from Eighth 
Avenue to the Hudson River was wrapped 
In the Bronx, in the sec- 
about Mosholu Parkway. the ter-| 
ritory bounded by 165th to 175th Streets, | 
between Park and Mott Avenues, and the 
district about 192d Street and Decatur 
Avenue pedestrians groped about in dark- 
ness so dense that a lighted cigar could 
be seen a block off, until the gas com- 
pany’s men began to light up. | 

Shortly after dusk a City Inspector went 
to the West 125th and 152d Street Sta- 
tions, and officially notifed the police 
that there was a strike on, but that the 
Welsbach Street Lighting Company, 
which has the contract for lighting the} 
streets, was going to make an ‘attempt | 
to light the lamps, and wanted protec- | 
tion from the strikers for its men.

TRIED TO BUY THE TRIBUNE. 


Report That Men Opposed to Roose- 
velt Offered $2,000,000 for Paper. 


It became* known downtown yesterday 
that three attempts have been made by 
moneyed interests In the last six months 
to purchase The New York Tribune from 
Whitelaw Reid. The last one was made 
in the early Summer on behalf of a syn- 
dicate of capitalists who wanted to ac- 
quire the paper, expend about $500,000 or 
$750,000 on its plant and news facilities, 
and undertake to make it the leading 
Republican newspaper of the country. 
They offered Mr. Reid a price in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000, but he would 
not consider it. | 

The membership of this syndicate has | 
been kept from the public even to the 
present time. It is said yn wetl-informed 
quarters that it was made up of men 
whose business interests had been ad- 
versely affected by the policies of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and who wanted to get 
a paper which would stand for the type 
of Republicanism that President McKin- 
ley and Mark Hanna represented from 
1896 unti 1901. A man who was concerned 
in the negotiations, however, yesterday 
denied that there was any intention to 
antagonize the President or take issue 
with his policies, but that the plan was 
simply to have a great Republican news- | 
paper in the city and that The Tribune 
seemed the most available property. 

At all events a broker who represented 
the syndicate approached Col. John J. 
McCook to represent them, and Col. 
McCook in turn obtained the good offices 
of Ogden Mills, who was abroad at the 
time, to put the matter up to Mr. Reid.

“ Toothpick” Beach, Reformed Crook, 
Held for Pittsburg Burglaries.

The lamplighters’ force is largely made 
up of Italians, and nearly entirely of 
men who have other occupations. It is 
said that the lighting work pays them 
from $8 to $10 a week. 

To-day the Fagen tggeee = J concerns 
will take steps to obtain sufficient light- 
ers to break the strike or effect a com- 
promise. If the trouble spreads the police 
will be called upon to supply the places 
of the strikers, for, it was pointed out, it 
is up to them to keep the streets lighted 
and safe at night. 

A former strike of lamplighters was 
started in this city on April 24, 1907. 
Shortly before this the men had been or- 
ganized into a union. In striking the men 
asked for more money and were dis- 
gruntled at the discharge of several union 
men by the Welsbach Street Lighting 
Company of Astoria, according to the 
About 400 men 
went out the first day, and many more 
joined this number the following day. The 
city was left in comparative darkness 
for a night or two, but the Welsbach 
Company soon organized a scrub force, 
and by starting to light the lamps in the 
early afternoon succeeded in brightening 
up the principal streets by night. The 
strike was compromised on April 29, 
men withrdawing their demand for higher 
yay and the company reinstating the dis-

THREE HURT IN AUTO CRASH.

PLAINFIELD, N. J., Aug. 27.—E. D. 
Middlekauff, Vice President of the Na- 
tional Mining and Leasing Company, with 
offices at 132 Nassau Street, New York, 
was badly hurt in an automobile acci- 
dent here this morning, when his touring 
car, going at a speed of fifty miles an 
hour, crashed into qa tree. The machine 
was reduced to scrap iron, while Mr. 
Middlekauff and two colored men, whom 
he had invited from a hotel, where they 
are employes, to take a ride with him, 
were hurled to the roadway. 

Mr. Middlekauff sustained a badly lacer- 
ated face and contusions about the entire 
body. A policeman took him to a physi- 
cilan’s office and afterward assisted him 
to his home tn a carriage. William Wil- 
son, one of the colored men, was un- 
conscious for two hours, and when revived 
was found to have a broken rib and 
possible internal injuries, while William 
Brown, the other occupant of the car, 
sustained a severe scalp wound and nu- 
merous cuts and brulses, 

Mr. Middlekauff wag driving the ma- 
chine, when he lost control of the steer- 
ing wheel. The car sped up an embank- 
ment and hit the tree, then tumbled over. 
The body of the machine was almost split 
in two, while the mechanism was re- 
duced to a shapeless mass.

Mr. Roberts was then nearly uncon- 
scious, and Mrs. Williams was hysterical. 
|. crowd had gathered, but so quickly 
and quietly had the tragedy occurred 
that few realized just what, had hap- 
pened. Mr, Roberts was placed in an au- 
| tomobile and taken to the hospital, whith- 
er Mrs. Williams followed in a bus. 


Policeman’s Version of Shooting. 


The policeman later gave this account of 
the shooting: 

“I was standing at Vermont and Pa- 
cific Avenues when I heard two shots. 
I ran toward the Boardwalk, then heard 
some one call for the police. I went up 
to the man who was sitting in the chair. 
He told me he had been shot and wanted 
to be taken to a hospital. I rang for 
an ambulance, but seeing he was in a dan- 
gerous condition { had him carried to an 
automobile, which was standing near by. 

**On the way to the hospital I asked the 
man who had shot him, and he said he did 
not know, but that his assailant had a 
mask on. The woman with the man 
seemed to be young. She was handsome- 
ly dressed, and wore two large black 
plumes in her hat. She said she did not 
have the slightest idea who fired the 
shots, nor could she throw any light 
whatever on the affair.”’ 

Mrs. Williams was taken back to the 
Brighton Hotel late in the night, and 
to-day kept to her room and denied her- 
self to every one. Her daughter, one of 
three children, is with her. 

Except the chair attendant and Mrs. 
Williams no witnesses to the shooting 
have been found, which is regarded as 
extraordinary, considering the early hour 
at which it occurred and the appearance 
of the alleged assassin in a mask. 

| Friends of Mr. Roberts say he is not 
| known to have an enemy, and they are 
at a loss to suggest a motive for the 
shooting. 


Case a Puzzle to Police, 


Richard Whalen, Captain of Detectives, 
when seen to-night regarding the case, 
said he had had a long conversation with 
Mrs. Williams, but refused to say what 
she had told him. His manner tmplied, 
however, that what Mrs. Williams had 
said had thrown a strong light on the 
motive for the shooting. 

Mr. Williams, her husband, according 
to some persons, has been seen In Atlarie 
tic City within the past few days. De- 
tective Whalen intimated that one theory 
on which he was working was that there 
had been an attempted hold-up for the 
purpose of robbery, in spite of the fact 
that such a thing has never been known 
on the Boardwalk. : 

It is believed by many here who know 
the families of those concerned in the 
affair that there is a domestic embroil- 
ment behind it, the details of which are 
yet to come to light. It is pointed out 
that it is hardly likely that a hold-up 
would be attempted at such an hour right 
on the Boardwalk in the glare of the elec- 
tric lights and in the vicinity of crowds. 





SHOOTING AMAZES BALTIMORE, 


Roberts and Mrs. Williams Both 
Prominent in Society in Maryland.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 27.—The shooting of 
Charles B. Roberts, while in company 
with Mrs. W. 8. G. Williams at Atlantic 
City last night, Is the absorbing topic in 
Baltimore clubs and society. Both the 
wounded man and his companion are well 
known in the smart set of Baltimore and 
both are members of prominent Maryland 
families, whose members have been well 
acquainted for years. 

While there are all sorts of rumors 
afloat and gossip at the clubs no one 
here can give any reason for the shooting. 
Roberts is President and Treasurer of the’ 
National Supply Company of Baltimore. 
Thomas C. Bryan, Secretary of the com- 
pany, was horrified by the news. He 
said: 

“I saw Mr. Roberts at 12:45 o'clock 
yesterday, when he took a train for At- 
lantic City. He was making a business

Mrs, Williams is a beautiful woman 
and the mother of several children. She 
$s a daughter of the late Thomas De Ford, 
in his time one of the wealthiest and 
most prominent merchants in Baltimore. 
As Belle De Ford she was a great favor- | 
ite in society. Her husband, who is known | 
es “Willie” Williams among his club} 
friends, is at Long Green, Baltimore 
County, his country home. He is a son | 
of the late George Hawkins Williams, a} 
well-known lawyer. 

When seen to-night at his country home, | 
fhe expressed his horror and astonishment | 
to learn of the shooting of Roberts, and | 
said he could not understand it. Roberts, | 
he said, was his friend, and he deeply 
regretted his misfortune, and hoped he 
would recover. Mr. Williams said he had 
no knowledge of his wife being in Atlantic 
City. He thought she was in Boston, 

Mr. Roberts, who is about 38 years of 
age, is a son of the late Judge and for- 
mer Attorney General Charles Boyle Rob- 
erts of Westminster. The family is an 
old and distinguished one in Maryland, 
having been among the first settlers in 
Carrol) County. Mr, Roberts helped to or- 
ganize the National Supply Company 
about twelve years ago. 

In 1894 he married Mary G. 
youngest daughter of the late 
Sloan, Jr., who for years was President 
of the Farmers and Merchants’ National 
Bank and a Director in the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Company. By this alli- | 
ance Mr. Roberts became the brother-in- 
law of Robert N. Sloan, who is prominent 
in local banking circles, and lives at 
Fernwood, in the Green Spring Valley. 
Other sisters of Mrs. Roberts are Miss 
Nannie Sloan, now summering at Bev- 
erly Farms, Mass., and Mrs. Epaminondas 
Chermont, wife of the Secretary of the}

“But, as a matter of fact, the big bank 
would still have several advantages over 
the small one. In the first place, it 
could make larger loans than the small 
bank. Then, too, there is a certain busi- 
ness advantage in depositing with a big 
bank. It is worth something to be able 
to refer to a big bank when one's finan- 
cial standing is being investigated, and 
worth still more to have the advice of a 
man of large business experience when 
— enterprises are being consid- | 
ered. 


Better Class of Bankers, 


“It has sometimes been objected that 
the guarantee system would bring into the} 
banking business a lower class of men and 
reduce the average in character. On the 
contrary, the guarantee of deposits, I sub- 
mit, would, if it made any difference in 
this respect, bring into the banking busi- 
ness a better class of men and raise, if 
that Is possible, the average of character. 

“The refusal of the banks to permit 
the passage of a law granting security 


to depositors is responsible for the 
growth of the sentiment in favor of the 
Government savings bank, and the senti- 
ment will continue to grow unless some- 
thing is done to satisfy the demands of 
the people upon this subject. 

“The Republican platform does not go 
into detail, but it is fair to assume that} 
the postal savings bank plank is intended | 
as an indorsement of the postal savings | 
bank system proposed by the President |} 
and Postmaster General. Under this plan} 
the Federal Government would invite the 
deposit of savings, a limit being placed 
upon the amount that each person or each 
family could deposit. According to this 
plan, the business man would not be pro- 
tected, for he uses a checking account in-/} 
stead of a savings account; but no one! 
can doubt that the successful operation 
of a Goverment savings bank would ul- 
timately lead to an extension of the plan 
until the Government bank would include 
the ordinary checking account and be 
open to deposits without limit. It would 
mean a long contest between the depost- 
tors and the bankers, but a contest which 
must in the end be decided on the side of 
the depositors. 

“The banker must decide, therefore, 
whether he will favor a postal savings 
bank which, in the absence of the guar- 
antee bank, will grow until it absorbs 
the banking business, or preserve the pres- 
ent system of banking by giving to the 
people, through a guarantee law, the pro- 
tection which they must otherwise find 
in a Government bank. 

“There are only 20,000 banks, while 
there are 15,000,000 depositors, and I do 
not hesitate to declare that in a conflict} 
between the two the depositors have a 
prior claim to consideration. 

“There is another advantage which the 
guarantee of depositors brings to the 
banks—it protects the reserves deposited 
{n other banks. During the panic last 
Fall the reserves caused the most of the 
trouble. The ‘small banks wanted to! 
withdraw their reserves from the city 
banks, and the big banks In the cities 
were not prepared to meet the strain. 
With deposits guaranteed there would be 
no runs on local banks and no sudden} 
withdrawal of reserves. j 

“T submit that in this effort to make 
all banks secure, the Democratic Party 
{is the champion of the farmer, the labor- 
ing man, the business man, the profes- 
sional man, and the champion of the 
banker as well. No class is outside of 
the benefits of this law, for it bestows 
its blessings upon all. 

“Why has the Republican Party been 
respond to the demands of 
Wall Street and so slow to yield to the 
demands of the masses? There are two 
reascns: first, the Republican Party has 
allowed itself to become the servant of 
the favor-seeking corporations; and, sec- 
ond, too many Republican leaders look 
at questions from the aristocratic stand- 
point, the standpoint of the few—rather 
than from the Democratic standpoint, the 
standpoint of the many.”

As announced by him before his de- 
parture from Kansas City, Mr. Bryan, 
in view of the action of the Kansas Re- 
publican State Council, which indorsed 
the guarantee of bank deposits, made 
some remarks supplementary to his pre- 
pared speech on that subject.

HOT SPRINGS, Va., Aug. 27.—An echo 
of the enthusiastic ‘“‘ Virginia Day "’ meet- 
ing, which was addressed by Mr. Taft 
here a week ago, came back to Hot 
Springs to-day in the shape of a report 
by Col, S. Brown Allen of Staunton, to 
the effect that the Democrats are now 
trying to persuade Mr. Bryan to come to 
Goshen and deliver a speech to offset 
that made by Mr. Taft. 

Ever since the Virginia Day “ speaking ”’ 
reports have been coming in of the ap- 
probation with which it was received 
by the Virginia voters generally, and 
especially by the Democrats. There was 
no discounting the very evident enthusi- 
asm of the crowd on that occasion, and 
the accounts of the success of the meet- 
ing which have gone about the State 
have stirred up the Democratic leaders 
to do something to counteract it.

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MOSQUITOS HERE AND ELSEWHERE 

It is a pity about the Newark mos- 
quitos. The local board has tempo- 
rarily abandoned efforts to exterminate 
them because the public will not help.

Humor, in that case, is an 
avocation rather than a vocation, and 
may not find expression in letters or 
pictures. The members of the National 
Association are not employers. Some 
of them are employés. Others are un- 
attached, guerrillas in the warfare of 
jests, who ship their wares for ‘‘ Cowes 
and a market.” They have joined the 
organization not to meet other humor- 
ists socially, for no humorist can find 
much pleasure in the company of other 
humorists, but for business reasons. 

The old idea that poetic fire and hu- 
morous expression were the products of 
an ungovernable genius, bound to no 
laws, does not survive. Poetry and 
humor are business, if not trade, nowa- 
days. The organization of humor is in 
line with modern progress. Probably 
RaBeE.ais, Swirt, Lams, and Droxens, 
not to mention ARIBTOPHANES, would 
countenance it if they were living.

The people of the whole country 
remember that dyring the days of the 
panic, when a great many depositors 
wanted to withdraw money and when, 
in particular, the banks of the West 
were clamorous to lay hold of their de- 
posits in New York—deposits which ; 
Mr. Bryan in his Topeka speech last 
night spoke of as their “ reserve,” al- 
though some of the banks ‘that were 
most clamorous had at that very time | 
from 30 to 50 per cent. of reserves in 
their own vaults—the banks were un- 
able to meet the sudden and immense 
demand made upon them. Any politi- 
cian, even one much less adroit than 
Mr. BRYAN, would have been sure to 
make campaign use of the lessons of 
the panic. It is a maxim of big politics 
that the most potent campaign issues 
are those which are already in the 
minds of the people. 

Mr. BrYan, therefore, presents the 
guarantee of deposits as a preventive 
of panics. It is a characteristic pre- 
scription. The true and sound preven- 
tive of such a panic as that among the 
bankers last Fall is the establishment 
of a currency system ‘that will instant- 
ly respond to any and every need for 
circulating notes. As a protection 
against the recurrence of panics, there- 
fore, Mr. BrRYAN’s remedy is unneces- 
sary. Experience under the National 
Banking act shows that the enormous 
guarantee fund he would create and

The uncinaria, or hook worm, the 
cause of “lazy sickness,” according to 
their State Board of Health, afflicts 
from 150,000 to 200,000 Georgians. The 
Atlanta Constitution calls this para- 
sitic legacy of the African slave trade 
“a Southern vampire,” and upon ex- 
pert information and belief scouts the 
suggestion that it is a perfervid fancy, 
or a product of folklore and supersti- 
tion. 

The State authorities are hampered 
by the unbelief of the people and by 
the very simplicity of the plan by 
which they hope to destroy the plague, 
the death rate from which they calcu- 
late to be greater than that from tu- 
berculosis and pneumonia combined. 
The uncinaria is picked up in its em- 
bryo stage by barefooted children, and 
from the integument of the foot | 
reaches the vital organs through the 
circulation. The childfen grow into 
sickly, bloodless, indolent, and stupid 
adults. The ignorance of the negroes 
and poor whites precludes the cure, 
which can be had in one or two doses 
of thymol. Prevention of the re-entry 
of the hook worm into the system is 
accomplished by wearing shoes. The | 
State provides free diagnosis and 
treatment. Perhaps Georgia and other 
Southern States may in time pass laws 
making the wearing of shoes compul-

SOUTH DAKOTA DIVORCES. 

The divorce lawyers and colonizing 
agents of South Dakota got a severe | 
setback when the United States Su- 
preme Court adjudged that a divorce 
obtained against a non-resident of the | 
State, unless he be personally served 
and appear at the trial, may be void 
and not entitled to fatth and credit in 
other States. Since then they have 
worked hard to attract clients, adver- 
tising the bridf residence required; the 
number of grounds, simple and not dif- 
ficult to prove, that the courts admit; 
the expeditiousness of the actions, the 
relatively few contested cases; the ac- 
ceptance of uncorroborated testimony 
from plaintiffs; the instant granting of 
decrees absolute, and the skill of the 
South Dakota lawyers. But with re- 
doubled efforts their practice sensibly 
diminished. 

So long as the worldwide scandal 

ly served to attract more wealthy 
residents, its legislators 
were deaf to the entreaties of South 
Dakota's decent citizens to amend the 
law. Last year the State’s foreign di- 
vorce revenues were measurably re- 
duced. With less money visible and 
with a show of virtue, the Legislature 
passed a law increasing the require- 
ment for six months’ residence to a 
year. The lawyers, Sioux Falls hotel 
keepers, and politicians had recourse to 
the referendum clause of the Constitu- 
tion. In November the people of South 
Dakota will be called wWhon to ratify or 
annul their decent law. Unless the 
referendum works better than in most 
States, South Dakota’s moral resolu- 
tion may be sapped. 


PHYSIQUE OF SCHOLARS. 

The honor scholars at Harvard, as 
Dr. SarGcenT testifies in The Popular 
Science Monthly for September, are al- 
most three-quarters of an inch taller 
than the average university students 
of 1880, and just that height above the 
present lowest grade of scholarship 
men, In all the groups the scholarship 
students are stronger than the average 
college man of 1880. The honor men, 
although the youngest, ‘are the tall- 
est, heaviest, strongest.”” The men of 
the Lawrence Scientific School, al- 
though somewhat shorter and lightar, 
are stronger than the average Harvard 
crew and football men from 1880 to 
1900, while the strength test of the 
average student in the Academic De- 
partment from 1904 to 1906 records 650 
points, only 2 points below that of the 
‘Varsity football men in the score of 
years up to 1900. These facts confirm 
conclusions reached by Dr. PorTER in 
1898, and later by Drs.. Hastinas in 
Omaha, Brm»r in Cambridge, Crristo- 
PHER in Chicago, RospgrtTs in London, 
BURGERSTEIN in Vienna, and Lexarzia 
in St. Petersburg, that men who rank 
highest in scholarship tend to have the 
best physiques. Members of the Brit- 
ish professions and of the Royal So- 
ciety average 5 feet 9% inches in 
height and 160 pounds.in weight, or
